Having killed three of the hostages 
on refusal of their demands, the 
mutinous “convicts delivered an 
earlier ultimatum at 9:25 P. M. that 
if they did not obtain’ automobiles 
and freedom by 10 o’clock, the re- 

guards would. be killed at 
once. 


The earlier ultimatums had said if 
the demand ‘was not met the hostages 
would all be killed and the six con- 
vict leaders would commit suicide. 
i eg minutes after this wul- 

timatum at 9:25.P. M, the body. of a 
fourth —— was*thrown out of cell- 
house No..3. He was Abe Wiggins. 

John y one of the captive 
guards, appeared shortly after 10 
o’clock bearing Wiggins’s. body. Shea 
had been released by the convicts. 
Recher, the-.convicts: had sent from 

elihouse another: of the -im- 
orindaed guards, M. J. Conway, with 
one of their -notes.to the warden, 
reiterating that unless the automo- 
biles were furnished. the remaining 
guards would be shot.

The attack on = the cellhouse was 
started. at 11:11.0’clock. Machine-| 
gun fire jwas -accompanied by the 


boom of dynamite bombs still further | 


blasting away: the wall and part of 
the cellhouse. About one hundred 
men participated in the advance, 
The attack was made under cover 
of a furious. machine gun and rifle 
fire, A priest, Father Patrick O'Neil, | 
took in thé charge of dynamite. 
outside the door of the warden’s of- 
fice was. Mrs. Helen Grenfell, mem- 
ber of the State Board of Correc- 
tions.’ She was under fire in France 
during the World War arid stood her 
ground to render. what aid she could 
in case any of the attackers were

The body was that of J.-J. Kelles, 
oldest guard in point of service in 
—— penitentia He was not dead 
and ‘was taken to a hospital. but ‘died 
in less than an hour. He was shot’ 
three times through the body and’ 
once through the head.

Shot Guard and Seized “eys. 


The leader of the mutiny was re- 
ported to be Danny Daniels and his 
lieutenant was a’convict, James Par- 
due. Pardue is said to have- shot 
Irwin, the guard, with a gun smug- 
gled into the prison and to have 
seized Irwin’s rifle and keys. 

The convicts stationed their own 
guards along the walls to warn of a 
surprise attack. They cut all wires 
lea into the prison, but. not be- 
fore John Allen, chief clerk at the 

prison, ‘had summoned the Canyon 
City police. 

Warden Crawford was in: Colorado 
Springs at ‘the time of the mufiny.

The main entrance to the prison 
fronts’ on the ‘main street. of Canyon 
City and is only a few blocks from the 
centre of the town.

In response to the application of 
the Bankers’ Trust Company of Mew 
York, trustee,of a $650,000 trust fund 
created under; >the will of Willian E. 
Emery; a wealthy farmer, who died 
in Flemington, N. J., in 102 "Vice 
Chancellor Buchagiain authorized the 
company to make a séafeh for the 

unknown son of one of Mr. Emery's 
two daughters who, with their 
mother, the late. Mrs, Emery, were 


beneficiaries of the fund. 

There was a: provision in the will 
that if either daughter died with- 
out issue the entire fund should go 
to: the other. . Both: daughters are 


now dead, but one of. them, the late, 


Mrs. May E. Cornelius, left a daugh- 
ter, living in England, as her sole 
survivor. Unless the bank succeeds 
in*finding the other daughter’s heir 
the entire fund will go to this only 
other descendant of the Flemington 
farmer. 

The trust company’s application 
states that on July 15, 1895, in Brook- 
lyn, the other daughter, Florence 
Eimery, under the name of Florence 
Baker, was secretly married to 
Frederick Francis Georger,. under 
the name of Frederick Francis. Gray. 
On Sept. 25 of the same year, how- 
ever, they were remarried under 
their right names in Flemington. 

Fifteen years later they were di- 
vorced and. Mrs. Georger married 
Henry. B.. Billings. She died last 
year.

The former 
charge was $3.20 a square inch. The 
new rate is approximately $2 a 
square inch, and is exactly 32 cents 
a@ square centimeter. The minimum 
rate has been reduced from $50 to 
$48; -and~the~size which may be ob- 
tained for that minimum is increased 
to 150 square centimeters or approxi- 
mately.twenty-three, and one quarter 
square inches, instead of the former 
fifteen ‘square inches. 

“The conversion ‘factor®to change 
from square inches to square centi- 
meters is 6.45, so that multiplying 
this by the charge of 32 cents a 
square’ centimeter “gives** the total 
charge.

Criticism of the Jadwin plan of 
flood. control for the Mississippi 
River has‘ been increasing. The 
nature and intensity of the opposi- 
tion are. brought out in a series of 
articles,.in this paper by Mr. SPEER, 
‘who accompanied Mr. Hoover on his 
various trips through the flooded 
districts when President COOLIDGE 
named-him head of the Flood Relief 
Commission. With the plan only 
partly in effect, some of the fears of 
those’ who, were against it are 
already being verified. While no one 
doubts the sincerity and ability of 
the army engineers who drew up and 
are carrying out the plan, there is 
severe ‘condemnation of the plan 
itself.. 

,One ‘of its‘main features is the 
creation of a number of so-called 
“fuse plugs” behind which will be 
spillways, controlled by dikes, so as 
to withdraw but at the same time 
guide flood waters in\certain areas 
where the nature of the channel and 
the neighboring land suggests: that 
such control will diminish the dam- 
age from floods. The fuse plugs 
consist of specially constructed, por⸗ 
tions of the levee which are lower 
than the adjacent dikes and over 
which the surplus waters will flow 
when the. river level rises to acer 
tain height. The spillways embrace 
thousands of acres of high-class 
farm‘land which, as a result of the 
fuse-plug system, will be gupioctet 
to periodic flooding.
